Is it not to en.siirc their moral 
and mental and physical welfare? Y'ou will say, "Of course." 

It seems, then, that even the children of educated, Iwnest, and vir¬ 
tuous p,Tirciit.s need to be carefully traineil and guarded to prevent llic(ii 
falling into idleness and vice. F'or if children would grow up good 
witiwiit watchfulness and rultivatiun, it would be mere folly and wa.ste 
of time and means to trouble about teaching them. Now if all this 
care is necessary to ensure moral excellence, it follows that without 
such care moral excellence could not be cnsurcil. Tliat is to say. lliat 
in our colleges, iti our Sunday schools, in our Itomc lessons, in the 
lender and earnest .soliciluile of go.xl parents, we fiml an acknowledg¬ 
ment of the fact that a child Ls w liat he is taught to be. 

Xow suppose a child i.s deprivcil of this education. .Sup[)Ose it is 
bom in a poor hovel, in a poor slum. Sii(>posc its home surroundings 
are such tliat cleanliness and moilcsiy are well-nigh im(H>ssihle. Sup¬ 
pose the gutter is its playground; the gin.sho|> its nursery; tlie factory 
its college: the drunkard its exemplar; the niffiai! .and the thief its 
instructors! Suiipose bad nursing, foul language and liard work are 
its daily portion. Supj^jse it has inhcriteil poor blood, dull spiriLs, 
enfeebled wit, .and stunted stature, from its iU./cit. untanght, over¬ 
worked. mi.scrahic, ignorant, and tinlicallhy parents, can you expect 
that child to l>e clever, and moral, and thrifty, and cliaii, anil solicr? 

Again. What next to their cdiieaiiun and surroundings makes 
vvell-brcd and well-tauglit children hai>)iy and gixx! and industrious? 
Simply their good and pleasant environment. Life is to them worth 
living. They liavc comfort and love and knowledge and—hojH.-. but 
the child of “the great iinwasheil" has none of these things. His lot i.s 
lator and poverty, his pleasure is in drunkenness and gambling, his 
future is gliximier than his liorriMe iircscnt. Y'mi talk about the .social 
virtue.'! These iioor creatures have not even food, or air, or light! 

Xow. 1 say. give them tooil and air, and light and leisure: give 
them education, and give them hope, aud tiiey will cea.-e to be vickms 
and improviilent.
